Library locker distribution starts Monday 
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Gender harassment 
on Y campus cited

Darlene Kelly, manager of the 
Equal Employment Office, shared 
actual cases of inappropriate gender- 
based behavior filed with BYU dur- 
ing two panel discussions -of sexual 
harassment Thursday. 

These are just a few of a dozen 
cases Kelly shared at the symposium. 

¢ In one class a BYU professor said, 
“Now girls, be sure to get some guys 
in the study group because they know 
what to do and can show you.” 

e Another BYU professor told stu- 
dents that a woman’s place is in the 
home. A female graduate student for- 
mally complained, quoting his sug- 
gestion that she dress up, fix her hair, 
get married and have children. 

e An administrator liked to give 
women in his office hugs; when 
asked about it, he said, “They like it.” 

Michael Orme, associate general 
counsel for BYU, said in the ‘80s 
BYU sexual harassment policy 
focused only on employees at BYU 
and did not mention students. In the 
‘90s, BYU changed its policy 
because of controversy over the 
Anita Hill/Clarence Thomas hearings 
and because of sexual harassment 
cases involving students at other uni- 
versities. 

BYU’s new policy, implemented in 
March, includes a section about inap- 
propriate gender-based behavior not 
contained in the 1991 policy. 

According to the policy, sexual 
harassment occurs when there is a 
request for sexual favors, when a per- 
son’s employment or academic 
standing is related to the acceptance 
or rejection of the request, and when 
the person making the request is in a 
position to implement the threat. It is 
sometimes called “quid pro quo” sex- 
ual harassment because the offender 
is requesting or demanding “some- 
thing for something.” : 

Inappropriate gender-based behav- 
jor is sometimes referred to as “hos- 
tile environment” sexual harassment 
because the behavior of the offender 
does not rise to the level of unlawful 
sexual harassment, but it does make

Residency status 
deters students 
from registering

Tuesday is the last day to register 
to vote at the Provo Elections 
Office, but many BYU students 
would rather not vote than change 
their legal state of residency. 

To register to vote in Utah 
County, a person must be a citizen 
of the United States, 18 years of 
age and a resident for 30 days. 

To be considered a resident, a 
person must have lived in Utah for 
30 days, promise that they have or 
will get a Utah driver’s license and 
Utah license plates, that they will 
pay Utah income tax and that they 
intend to live in Utah, said Donna 
Mitchell, Elections Office deputy 
clerk. 

Mitchell said last year many stu- 
dents did not realize when they 
registered to vote they gave up res-

Students wanting lockers in the Harold B. Lee 
Library may have to line up at 3 a.m. Monday 
morning to get them. 

Locker distribution will begin at 7 a.m. Monday. 
Those with 8 a.m. classes or wanting a locker in a 
specific location should plan on being in line by 6 
a.m. 

Laurie Cardon, of the circulation department, said 
students most diligent about securing lockers gener- 
ally arrive at 3.a.m. 

One year some students arrived at 11 p.m. for 
locker distribution the next morning. 


Line passes were given out so those students 
could go home and come back later. 

Cardon said she recommends getting in line about 
6 a.m., warning that those who are last in line 
should not expect to receive their lockers before 9 
a.m. 

In the past there have been enough lockers for 
everyone but Cardon says there is no guarantee that 
everyone will get one this year. 

“There is a high demand for the lockers. It is a 
convenient place to keep your books and you are 
issued a carrel, which makes a big difference during 
finals week.” 

A locker costs $1.50 and requires a student I.D. 
card. Students without the new I.D. cards will need 
an old BYU [I.D. and proof of registration for fall 


semester. Students with holds on their accounts or 
overdue fines may not receive a locker, and the 
honor code will be enforced. 

Cardon said graduate students get about 250 of the 
446 lockers available during the first week of 
school. 

“The lockers are especially good for those doing 
research, and the graduate students are the ones we 
really want to serve with them,” she said. 

Karen Cardoza, 26, a nursing major from Palo 
Alto, Calif., has helped give out lockers in the past. 
She compared the library lines to the lines for park- 
ing stickers and said, “You find that most people 
who come early have a good attitude about the 
lines.

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Senate tightens military’s gay policy 


WASHINGTON — The Senate branded homosexuality an “unacceptable 
risk” to military morale and voted Thursday to tighten President Clinton’s poli- 
| cy toward gays in the military. 

In the first floor vote on the issue since Clinton unveiled his “don’t ask, don’t 
| tell, don’t pursue” policy in July, the Senate rejected a measure that would have 
left the decision to the president’s discretion. 

The policy states that Congress has the constitutional right to make rules for 
| the military, that the armed forces are unique and “persons who demonstrate*a 
} propensity or intent to engage in homosexual acts would create an unacceptable 
| risk to the high standards of morale, good order and discipline” in the military. 
| The legislation makes no mention of orientation, witchhunts’ or codes, but 
allows a future defense secretary to reinstate former policies. 

“Tt is a sham,” said Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio. “It is a gratuitous slap 
| in the face to courageous young men and women who have served their 
nation.” 

Clinton could veto the legislation to eliminate the congressional policy, but he 
would lose the entire defense budget. 


Economies aided by German rate cuts 


| WASHINGTON — Germany finally cut interest rates ina bid to spur the 
' global economy, and the U.S. government reported positive figures in business 
investing. 

Germany’s central bank reduced interest rates by a half-point. This should 
. help lift European economies out of recession and create higher demands for 
American exports. U.S..manufacturing sectors have lost 1 million jobs since 
1990 and need a boost in exports. 

American businesses announced a 7.1 percent increase in investment for fac- 
tories and equipment, the largest since 1989. 

Economists said that Germany’s central bank has reacted too slowly to 
* European economic weakness. 


Engineers not giving up on Mars Observer 


PASADENA, Calif. — A milk carton taped to a wall in the Mars Observer 
mission office has a picture of the vanished spacecraft instead of a missing 
child ad. The caption reads: “Have You Seen Me?” 

Three weeks after Mars Observer disappeared, engineers with humor and 
hope as well as determination and new computer commands still are struggling 
to save the $980 million mission, even though NASA’s management is investi- 
gating its apparent demise. 

“They’re doing an autopsy and we think possibly the victim is still kicking,” 
said Leigh Torgerson, deputy chief of the spacecraft team. “You don’t quit 
doing CPR until the doctor shows up and tells you the patient is flatlined.” 

Controllers lost touch with Mars Observer on Aug. 21, only three days before 
the spacecraft was supposed to fire its thrusters, enter Martian orbit and start 
the first U.S. exploration of the Red Planet in 17 years. The spacecraft, 
launched from Florida last year, remained silent Thursday.

PROVO — A man imprisoned for more than 10 years for killing a former 
. BYU student has changed his plea to innocent in the case’s second time 
. through the courts. : 
» , Duane Melvin Willett, 54, pleaded innocent Wednesday in 4th District Court 
. to capital murder and aggravated robbery. The case, which is to go to trial Dec. 
. 6, was given new life by a Utah Supreme Court ruling in May that Willett could 
withdraw his earlier guilty plea. 
Willett is accused of robbing and killing Dan Okelberry on Nov. 20, 1982, 
* outside Storehouse Market. Police believe he and his son, Harley Willett, 
robbed and shot Okelberry in the store’s parking lot. Okelberry, 29, was a BYU 
engineering student from Idaho. 
In a 1983 plea bargain with Utah County prosecutors. Willett pleaded guilty 
~ to capital homicide. However, the judge failed to ask Willett for a statement of 
facts, and the Utah Supreme: Court ruled*that Willett*could ‘withdraw. his plea. 
* Much of the evidence investigators planned to use in the original trial is:no 
longer available, yet prosecutors still believe they have a strong case against

U.S. troops 
fire on Somali 
women, children

MOGADISHU, Somalia — 
American Cobra Helicopters fired on 


Somali women and children Thursday . 


in what the United Nations claimed 
was a “last-resort” effort to keep them 
from killing peacekeepers. 

Nearby residents said the street was 
littered with the bodies of as many as 
100 Somalis. A U.N. spokesman said 
a Pakistani soldier was killed, and 
three Americans and two Pakistanis 
were injured. 

The peacekeepers had come under 
fire from heavy wéapons by Somali 
militiamen and were trying to with- 
draw when women and children 
joined in the attack with grenades and 
small arms, said Maj. David 
Stockwell. 

Stockwell, the chief U.N. military 
spokesman, initially said a mob of 
women and children was swarming 
over the U.N. vehicles when the heli- 
copters fired on them with 20mm can- 
nons. 

Later, he said the women and chil- 
dren had joined militiamen in attack- 
ing the soldiers from behind walls lin- 
ing the route of their withdrawal and 
were clambering over roadblocks in 
their way. 

“The women and children were 
combatants,” Stockwell said. 

“When the helicopters came in they 
shot at the gunmen behind the walls, 
and the women and children who 
were actively engaged as combatants 
as well,” Stockwell said. “Whoever 
was behind the walls was shot.at.” 

The incident was sure to fire the 
debate in the U.S. Congress over 
American involvement in Somalia 
and to add fuel to the arguments of 
some U.N. members that the United 
Nations has lost sight of its humani- 
tarian mission in the country. 

The report of scores of Somalis 
killed could not be independently 
confirmed, and Stockwell said he had 
no information on the number of 
Somalis killed or wounded. 

Stockwell said the initial Somali 
attack was by “a sizable militia 
force.”

Hot-air balloons to fly high 
for annual festival in Park City

Twenty hot-air balloon pilots, 
among the best in the West, are 


preparing to compete in Park City this . 


weekend. 

The 11th annual Autumn Aloft Hot- 
Air Balloon Festival begins today and 
is scheduled to run through Sunday. 
Balloons will lift off at dawn each 
day. 

Balloons will start to inflate at 6:30 
a.m. at the Park Meadows Golf Club 
in Park City, said Nancy Volmer, 
communications director at Park 
City’s Chamber Bureau. 

Darlene Breitenfeld, assistant direc- 
tor of Autumn Aloft, said launches 
are scheduled for about 7:15 a.m., and 
balloon flights will last approximately 
two hours. 

Volmer said the reason for an early 
liftoff is the cooler air temperature. 
Also, air movement is generally at a 
minimum and balloons have more lift. 

Competitive events include the Hare 
and Hound and Water Ball games. 

In the Hare and Hound competition, 


one balloon takes off earlier than the 
others and drops the target. The other 
balloons follow and drop their mark- 
ers as close to the target as possible. 

Volmer said the Water Ball event is 
similar to basketball. Targets are 
placed in floating inner tubes set up 
on the golf course’s lake. Balloon 
pilots then attempt to drop their mark- 
ers on the target. 

The variety of balloon shapes and 
colors adds an exciting element to the 
festival. 

Spectators will see balloons shaped 
like flying cowboys and an 80-foot 
teddy bear, Volmer said. 

“You can take pictures with your 
eyes closed and still get beautiful pic- 
tures,” said Don Gomes, director of 
Autumn Aloft. 

Other events including pancake 
breakfasts and a Chili Cook-off are 
planned as part of the festival, said 
Breitenfeld. 

Breitenfeld advises those planning 
to attend Autumn Aloft to wear warm 
clothes in layers, bring cameras and 
wear waterproof shoes.

Bonner Ritchie in the final speech of 
he BYU Discrimination Prevention 
Symposium. 
Ritchie, who is the associate director 
ror the Faculty Center, presented a 
Scripture in Romans 14 as a definition 
yf an ethical relationship. 
“So then every ione of us shall give 
account of himself to God,” he cited. 
‘Let us not therefore judge one anoth- 
er any more: but judge this rather, that 
ino man put a stumbling block or an 
occasion to fall in his brother’s way. 
“Let us therefore follow after the 
things which make for peace, and 
things wherewith one may edify 
another,” he said. 
A person becomes a stumbling 
block when his or her behavior is 
offensive to another, Ritchie said. 
“The definition of the ethics is not 
in the use of words or language alone, 


o youve found the 
man youd like to 
marry. You can even agree on 
most things. But there’s one 
thing you really want him to 
understand.

BYU and not all students are intoler- 
ant of other religions. 

One panelist suggested that much of 
the discrimination present on campus 
could be resolved by simply being 
sensitive to the fact that members of 
minority faiths exist at BYU. 

“Every time a University official 
makes a comment that BYU is for 
young, righteous Mormons, that sends 
out a message that non-Mormons are 
not welcome here,” said Waquar 
Ahmed, a Muslim student from 
Pakistan. 

Ahmed said he finds it disappoint- 
ing when LDS students seem so eager 
to share their faith, yet do not want to 
learn of the beliefs of others. 

“How honest you are and how much 
you respect people is the basis of all 
religions,” Deval Shah, a Hindu stu- 
dent from Gujrat, India, said. “What 
does it matter if you’re LDS, Muslim, 
Hindu or Sikh?” 


rather it is the context of the behavior 
which may be offensive to somebody 
else,” he said. 

Ritchie gave suggestions of traps 
people fall into causing them to act 
offensively across cultures. 
Stereotyping, labeling, ignorance, 
egocentricity, ethnocentricity, gen- 
centricity and making people feel - 
invisible were all cited as pitfalls. 

People are not perfect and are limit- 
ed in information, which can cause 
them to stereotype, he said. i 

Ritchie said people should not iden- 
tify others as what they are not, but 
what they are. 

Examples of offensive labeling used 
were — putting down people from 
third-world countries and referring to 
someone as a feminist or liberal, 
rather than focusing on their identity. 

When a person is in a different cul- 
ture, the person should be aware of 
things that are offensive within that 
society. This, he said, is part of the 
immorality of ignorance. 

Making people invisible, such as not 
being able to look a handicapped per- 
son in the eye, is also a behavioral 
oversight which should be avoided, 
he said.

Salt Lake City will soon have the most fan friendly 
stadium to go with their new triple A baseball team. 
The Franklin Quest Field, located at 1300 South and 
West Temple, is scheduled to be completed by March 
31, 1994. 

“This stadium is designed to be the most fan friend- 
ly stadium in all of triple A Baseball,” said Thom 
Dillon, executive assistant to Salt Lake Mayor 
Deedee Corradini. 

The stadium will have the closest upper deck of any 
stadium in triple A baseball to enable the fans to sit as 
close to the action as possible, Dillon said. 

The seats along the side of the outfield will also be 
moved closer to the field so the fans can feel like part 
of the game. 

The stadium will seat over 15,000 people and will 
include sky boxes that will seat around 200 people, 
Dillon said.

Bragg said that the key element for 
this type of purchase is that Saturn 
has “eliminated competitive geogra- 
phy.” In Utah’s case there is only one 
Saturn dealership, and it is located in 
Salt Lake City. The Saturn dealer 
knows that his price is the best price 
for the car, because of the lack of 
competition for sales of Saturns. 

“They (Saturn dealers) are going to 
make a lot more money under this 


* exclusive-territory pricing umbrella,” 


Bragg said. “With front-end gross 
profits per sale ranging from $1,100 
to $1,700, we’d guess Saturn is the 
most profitable small-car franchise by 
a country mile.” 


Dealerships are careful of telling. 


what price they actually paid for the 
car. This gives them the advantage in 
price negotiation. 

According to the “Consumer 
Reports Guide to Used Cars,” each of 
the sources of used-car purchases 
have advantages and disadvantages. 

The guide says new-car dealers tend 
to charge more for their used cars, but 
the used cars tend to be in better con- 
dition and will often have written 
warranties. Also, the new-car dealer- 
ship will have service facilities to deal 
with warranty problems. 

Used-car dealers tend to sell their 
cars at lower prices but lack watranty 
options: 


suying a car can be a fearful experience 


Uneasiness is still a problem. 

“J mainly fear rejection,” said Keith 
Johnson, a 23-year-old from Denver, 
Colo., majoring in physical therapy. 
“If I offer a price that is too low, I 
don’t want the embarrassment of 
being turned down or laughed at for 
making an unreasonable offer. 

“T’d rather pay the asking price and 
get it over with,” he said. 

Bragg said consumers need to learn 
how to shop for cars, just as one 
would shop for clothes, food and 
other items. 

He said consumers should take time 
to search around for the best deal so 
they can find the car that best meets 
their needs.
